Other: Applicant's REMARKS stated "Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,418,494 issued to Betti et al. (Betti). Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection. 
To establish a prima facie case of obviousness, the relied upon references must teach or suggest every limitation of the claim such that 
the invention as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to one skilled in the art. 

Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the obviousness rejection of claim 1 are requested". The Examiner is strongly disagreed. 
First, the applicant failed to response the Final Rejection mailed on December 28, 2005 because applicant failed to explain why the a 
claimed invention is patenatable over Betti's reference. 

Second, the prima facie is clearly established because Betti' reference explicitly stated in column 7, lines 31-39 that "As will be evidentjto 
one of ordinary skill in the art, the circuit object of the present invention may be realized with junction-type, bipolar transistors or in mixed 
technology by employing for example CMOS transistors for implementing the current generators, or the entire functional circuit of thdf 
variable gain cell of the invention may also be realized exclusively with field effect transistors (CMOS) in order to further reduce power 
consumption.". 
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
